combination with all the other limitations in theses claims. The 
withdrawn claims which are dependent from the allowed 
independent claims have been rejoined therewith. 
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While the Applicants agree that the allowed claims recite a combination of subject matter 
that is patentable over the cited references, the Applicants do not necessarily agree with or 
acquiesce in the statement of reasons for allowance given by the Examiner.
